Icon inches long, and wan burnt iu a 
huge perforated shade; it was tho 
"farthing rushlight" which very poor 
people were stud to use for other 
purposes than a night light. Tho 
picture of a half-starved seamstress 
in a garret would, in those days, 
have been incomplete without tho 
thin rush candle; but its ilatne was 
so feeble that 1 cau hardly fancy any 
eyes would have served to thread u 
needle by it.
